Voters In SC 
Turning Down 


School Bonds 


A sudden drop in voter support of local school district finance 
measures has occurred in California during the 1965-66 fiscal 
year, 

A California Teachers Association (CTA) survey of school 
tax elections held since July 1, 1965, discloses that only 55 per 
cent have been successful, in sharp contrast to a success rate 
of 70-80 per cent in the 1950’s and approximately 65 per cent 
during the first half of the 1960's,

Voter resistance in Southern California was found substanti- 
ally stronger than tn Northern and Central California, 

Only 44 per cent of the tax elections were approved in Sou. 
thern California school districts; 62 per cent were approved in 
Norther California; tn Central California the approval rate in- 
creased to 64 per cent,

LOS ANGELES County reports that during February and the 
first two weeks of March, only 8 out of 22 school tax, bond and 
acceptance -of-state-loan elections won voter approval. Only 2 
out of 9 proposals to increase the maximum general purpose 
tax rate were successful, Voters approved only 4 of 9 proposals 
to sell bonds for new sxhool construction; 2 of 4 proposals were 
defeated giving school districts authority to borrow money from 
the state for construction, 

The CTA said the taxpayers’ revolt is resulting tna lowering 
of educational quality through double sessions, less student coun- 
seling, reduction of kindergarten programs, class size increases, 
and cuts in school professional staffs. 


Causes for the new negative trend, according toeducators and 
political leaders, are numerous: 

~- The school operating tax is the only tax over which the pub. 
lic has a direct veto power, Thus, those who want to rebel] 
against higher taxes can strike back only against schools, 

~- There’s increased voter resentment based on a convic-

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Further Budget Delay Seen 
By Upland’s Sen. Nisbet

Further delay in enactment 
of a budget bill for fiscal 1966- 
67 seems almost certain as I 
write this, A meeting between 
leaders of both parties in the 
Assembly, hopefully intended 
to assist tn breaking the dead- 
lock between them which killed 
the budget bill in the defunct 
1966 budget session, was re- 
ported to have been ‘fa delight- 
ful discussion of the major 
{ssues,’? but no decisions were 
reached, and it was understood 
that differences would have to 
be resolved through ‘normal 
legislative processes.” 

The issue which has snagged 
the budget hard and fast ts, 
of course, the administration 
proposal to close the gap bee 
tween the suggested expendi- 
ture program of $4.6 billion 
and the anticipated revenues 
available to pay for it by chang- 
{ng the state’s accounting sys- 
tem to the accrual] basis, Re- 
cently, the California Taxpay- 
ers’ Assoctation released a de- 
tailed formal statement urging 
that action on the state budget 
bill and certain related mea- 
sures be postponed until after 
the Department of Finance sub 
mits its May revision of ree 
venue estimates for 1966-67, 

THE ASSOCIATION calls at- 


tention to the facts that in three * 


of the last six years, the De- 
partment reduced {ts earlier in- 
come estimates by an average 
of $16.9 million, but that in the 
other three, it raised them by 
an average of $60.1 million. 
With year-end surpluses esti. 
mated at $17.4 million in the 
budget version passed by the 
Senate, and at only $3.4 mil- 
lion in that wm jected by the 
Assembly, the Association de- 
clares that no urgency exists 
which requires action before 
the revised estimates are avail.

Tumbling,TumblingWeeds' 


Not Romantic To West End 


(CNS) The tumbling tumble- 
weeds, romanticized in a well 
known Western ballad, are noth 
ing but a public nuisance as 
far as the Board of Supervisors 
is concerned, and the Board 
took steps yesterday to 
eradicate them, especially from 
the western end of the County. 

The Board, at the instigation 
of the West End Soil Conser- 
vation District adopted a re. 
solution stating that the tumble- 
weed, also called Russian 
Thistle, is growing rampant 
on public and private property 
throughout the Upland Cu- 
camonga area, and because of 
its rapid growth, size and bulk 
and the fireharzard and clutter 
problems it creates, it is a 


nuisance. 

According to the resolution, 
the tumbleweed is only 
& problem during the spring, 
which is right now and the 
late summer and fall. 

The resolution provides that 
the County Agricultural Com- 
missioner shall have the weeds 
sprayed early in their ex- 
istence, so they will die and 
create no further problems. 

PROPONENTS OF THE RE- 
SOLUTION objected to one sec- 
tion which provides for a hear- 
ing to consider and objections 
or protests to the removal of 
the weeds, but the Supervisors 
decided that the weeds were 
such a plague in the area that 
mo ome would have any obdjec- 


tions to their removal. 

The proponents said that the 
delay for the hearing would 
only give the weeds more time 
to grow and thus become more 
of a problem, 

Roy Comlin, the assistant 
Agricultural Commissioner 
told the Board that there may 
be about a three week delay 
on the start of the removal 
of the weeds. 

‘First of all, Comlin said, 
there are about 2,000 proper- 
ties in the area, and you can’t 
just drive by and look, you have 
to get out of your car and 
inspect the ground, that way 
you can catch them when they’re 
small, and eliminate them 
Quickly.”’

In order to odtain a ‘‘site 
approval]’’ a public hearing will 
be held, at which time nearby 
property owners and other 
interested persons can be 
heard. This may take three to 
four weeks, Lovgren reported, 


ANY DECISION from the 
planning commission on the site 
approval may be appealed to 


the County Board of Supervisers 
by either the buyers or res- 
{dents of the community. 

In a largely emotional appeal 
to the mass meeting, Morrison 
said ‘This town is a beehive 
for the selling of Marijuana and 
other drugs... .drug addiction 
in this town is here to stay. 

“Jesus Christ is the only 
answer. . . 98 to 99% of drug 
addicts go back to narcotics 
after other cures, but 65% who 
go through the Teen Challenge 
program recover...’? he said. 

MORRISON SAID further that 
“You can kick us out of Cu- 
camonga, but someday it will 
Strike back, someday you will 
want a home here,’’ 


MRS, LARRY NAVARETTE, 
mother of three young children 
who lives at 9561 San Bernar- 
dino Rd., was the first speaker 


representing the opposition 
group. 
Mrs. Navarette said she was 


in favor of the Teen Challenge 
program, but notat the proposed 
location. She listed as her 
reasons, lack of police pro- 
tection in Cucamonga, lack of 
professional help in the home, 
such as_ doctors, nurses, 
psychiatrists; children walking 
to and from school on the street; 
lowering of property values; the 
possibility of attracting ‘‘push- 
ers’’, and lack of outside space 
for recreational activities at 
the home, 

She concluded by saying she 
does protest the TeenChallenge 
program locating in a resid- 
ential area. 


With Morrison at the meeting 
were three young men who are 
former addicts and were cured 
in the Teen Challenge program. 
They, along with Chaplain Harry 
Howard of the California Youth 
Authority in Chino, a Cu- 
camonga minister, and others, 
made a religious, almost evan- 
glistic, appeal to the gathering 
to accept the Teen Challenge 
home in their midst. 

“YOUR PROBLEM will grow 
with your city. . .?’ one said, 

After emphasizing the local 
need for a rehabilitation pro- 
gram in Cucamonga, Don Mad- 
ison, area director of Teen 
Challenge, said the proposed

home would accept doys from 
San Bernardino, Riverside, 
Ontario, and other surrounding 
communities. 

HAROLD LOVGREN took the 
Moor and said ‘1 don’t think 
this meeting was called for 
them (Morrison and his group) 
to expound thelr virtues or 
preach us a sermon, . .the 
meeting was called because the 
citizens do not feel this its 
the right location. The purpose 
of this meeting could be to 
let Teen Challenge know people 
don’t want it here--to give Teen 
Challenge a chance to change 
their plans. If not, we'll go 
to a public hearing.’’ 

Lovgren sat down to large 
round of applause. 

Tip Browne backed up Lov- 
gren by taking the floor and 
Stating ‘We need to know how 
this group proposes to operate 
this center... we appreciate 
the testimonials, but how will 
they live here--the mechanics 
of the operations--Mr. Morri- 
son tell us the actual] physical 
operation of the center. .’’ 

Morrison replied that since 
the home has 8 bedrooms, it 
will probably house 12 boys. 
That after breakfast there will 
be a chapel service, and a time 
of testimony. The boys will be 
restricted to the area, but they 
may leave the premises with 
a supervisor, 

IN ANSWER TO a further 
question as to how withdrawal 
Symptoms would be dealt with, 
Don Madison took the micro- 
phone to state that boys in with- 
drawal will be watched con- 
Stantly. He described the pro} 
gram a little further, saying 
that the boys would be trans- 
ported to parks in Pasadena 
and other citles for baseball 
games and outdoor recreation, 
and that a ping-pong table and 
punching bag would be install- 
ed in the garage of the prop. 
erty. 

Morrison also said that the 
home would be run by members 
of the Christian Businessmen’s 
Association and ex-addicts. He 
said there would be full-time 
paid personnel. 

AT THIS POINT the meet- 
ing opened up to a barrage 
of questions from the floor. 

“Why select the heart of 
Cucamonga rather than the Et- 
{wanda Road camp? Why in a 
residential section inthe middle 
of town? Why not on a ranch? 
Why right on top of us?’ were 
some of the questions voiced 
by disturbed Cucamonga cit- 
izens. 

Realtor Dickie sought to calm 
the atmosphere by stating that 
the sale is still contingent on 
site approval, and approval of 
the fire and health departments 
of the county. 

ONE CITIZEN VENTURED 
to suggest that because they 
would not be accepted in Ont- 
ario or Upland they (Teen Chal- 
lenge), decided to come out to 
the county--in Cucamonga.

~ Reporter Challenges Grand Jury 
_ Criticism Of Moabi Marina 


(CNS) The Park Moabi Mar- 
ina, near here on the Colorado 
River, is without a dou not 
everything it should be. It ts, 
however, a promising recrea- 
tion area and appears to have 
a far better potential than the 
report of the 1965 county Grand 
Jury has indicated. 

Both the interim and final 
report of the Grand Jury were 
critical of the condition af the 
marina, which the county has 
been operating for a year. The 
reports were also sharply crit- 
ical of the way county admin- 
istrative officer Robert Cove 
ington has handled the operation 
of the marina. 

MUCH OF THE GRAND JURY 
criticism does not appear to 
be justified to the County News 
Service reporter who visited 
the marina. 

The Grand Jury, for instance, 
indicated the water level of the 
marina was insufficient for 
boating. It would be insufficient 
for a Navy base, perhaps, but 
it will easily accommodate any 
family pleasure craft. 

The jurors also believed that 
the park was neither providing 
a suitable income nor a suf- 
ficient service to the public. 

Last week, park manager Bill 
Tee reported a heavy influx of 
visitors at the camp for Easter 
vacation. 

According to Smith Falconer 
Jr., director of reginal parks 
who has primary responsibility 
for guiding the development, all 
spaces in the mobil home park 
were reserved for the week. 
In addition, 200 more visitors 
occupied the camp sites at the 
park, 

THE AVERAGE INCOME 
the park for the past year has 
been $3,500 a month, and Fal- 
coner expects the total to in- 
crease to more than $4,000 
in April. 

Monthly expenses for main- 
tenance and operation average 
between a minimum of $1,300 
and a maximum of $1,500 ac- 
cording to Falconer. 

When the county took over 
the marina in March, 1965, the 
total income for that year had 
been $16. 

In the past year the county 
has removed the grease racks 
from a gas station service area 
and installed a genera] store, 
which provides groceries, bev- 
erages, sporting goods, bait and 
licenses. 

The county has purchased and 
planted 500 trees, which in 
several years will add im- 
mensely to the appearance of 
the area as well as provide 
shade from the boiling sun. 

With the cooperation of the 


United States Bureau of Land 
Reclamation, the county has 
been dredging the bottem af 
the river for sand to AD in 
the marsh areas am! provide 
additional camping spaces. 

The park is located at the 
beginning of an area along the 
river known as the ‘eleven 
mile strip.’’ It is considered 
the most beautifil area on the 
lower Colorado River. 

THE STRIP PROVIDES hun- 
dreds of inlets and coves, per- 
fect for swimming, fishing, 
camping or just plain loafing. 
It is an area that can only be 
reached by boat. 

A major project for the 
future is a ‘Ddoatlet,’’ and a 
motel built over a lagoon near 
the marina. 

FALCONER IS CAUTIOUSLY 
optimistic about the future of 
the park, but feels that the 
mistakes of the past have been 
overcome,

of trees,’’ 


Falconer said, “It seems like 
a minor point, but just think of 
what this park would be like ff 
trees had been planted by the 
concessionaries when the park 
was first developed five years 
ago. 

“Another point is the park 
manager. We've hired a very 
good man (Tee), pay him a 
good salary and give him all 
the cooperation he needs. The 
main concesstonaire tried to 
run the park from an office 
in Los Angeles, and itt can’t 
be done. I can’t run the park 
from San Bernardino. Ther 
has to be a man here 
time who knows what he is 
doing. 

“1 don’t want to shoot my 
mouth off and predict a beauti- 
ful future. I just want to be 
safely through the summer 
vacation season. We won't be 
able to make any predictions 
until those results are in, but 
I am definetely optimistic.’’

the money for more financing. 

“The practical effect of this 
sudden order,’’ Smith said, ‘is 
to throw the FHA transactions 
which the buying and selling 
public has in escrow into chaos, 
Suddenly, money which has been 
promised a buyer or his real 
estate agent for an FHA mort- 
gage isn’t there.”” 

“MOST MORTGAGES tn the 
middle-class range are more 
than $15,000," he explained, 
‘*but the lender can only sell 
mortgages to Fannie Mae that 
are that amount or less, so in 
self-protection, he cancels his 
commitment, If he doesn’t, he 
will soon run out of funds avail- 
able to lend. 

**The real estate buyer ts left 
stranded, Even though his real 
estate agent explains what hap- 
pened, that doesn’t help the 
buyer or seller who is already 
in escrow, counting on the loan 
commitment, He may even have 
entered into another transac- 
tion on the strength of that 
commitment.’* 

Smith said for many such 
buyers, their only alternative 
is to find funds at a higher in- 
terest rate and often on shorter 
terms, This increases the cost 
and could even increase month- 
ly payments beyond his capabil- 
ity. 

THE ACTION by Fannie Mae 
is an attempt to slow the flow 
of money into F HA financed pro- 
perty, Smith said, because of 
the tight money market. The 
FHA interest rate was recently 
raised to 6%. With most other 
mortgages going for a higher 
rate, Smith sees the move as a 
means of shunting funds into 
more conventional loans. 

In a letter to sellers , Allen 
E. Arneson, agency manager of 
the Los Angeles district office 
of FNMA explained: 

“The new requirement ap- 
plies to all offers, including re- 
offers, which are executed by 
the seller and which are hand- 
delivered or posted, as evi- 
denced by the postmark, toFN- 
MA on or after April 2, 1966,”

County Is Now Qualified _ 
For Public Works Monies 


Ross Dana, Chairman af the 
San Bernardino County Board 


of Supervisors, announced today 
that the County now offictally 
Qualifies for federal assistance 
under the provisions of the 
Overall Economic Development 
Flan (OEDP) of the Public 
Works and Economic Develop. 
ment Act af 1965, 

Dana stated that a letter fust 
received from the Department 
of Commerce designates both 
San Bernardino and Riverside 
Counties as Title I areas, The 
Economic Development Act of 
1965 makes available federal 
funds for projects which pro- 
pose permanent salutions to 
local economic problems tn 
those areas with an unemploy- 
ment rate in excess af 6%. 
Both Counties qualify in this 
respect, 

Under the pfovisions of the 
Act, applications for funds could 
not be considered prior to sub- 
mission of an Overall Economic 
Development Plan to the 
Dspartment of Commerce for 
approval, Thus, shortly after 
passage of the Act last year, 
the Board of Supervisors des. 
ignated the Economic Develop- 
ment Commission as the 
County's official Redevelop- 
ment Area Organtzation for co- 
ordinating the program, Arthur 
B, Groos, Director of the Ec. 
onomic Development Commis- 
sion, was appointed Secretary 
of the Organization and he and 
County Special Project Co. 
ordinator John Bright immed- 
fately began to compile the 
required program, The San 
Bernardino County ORDP was 
the first to be submitted from 
California and one of the first 
in the Nation to be approved, 

Dana was quick to point out 
that ee of the —-= 


OEDP and designation as a 
Tide I area does not consti- 
tute approval of any projects 
submitted under the program. 
The Economic Development 
Commission held general meet- 
ings shortly after the program 
was announced, at which time 
various communities and ser- 
vice districts were Invited to 
ask questions and submit proe 
posed projects for consid. 
eration, Several proposed pro. 
jects have been submitted; and 
one, & proposal for construction 
of a complete water system 
for Twentynine Palms, has been 
approved and forwarded to the 
Economic Development Admin- 
istration, Dana issued = a 
reminder that, under the pro- 
visions of the program, in- 
corporated city governments 
forward their projects direct 
to the EDA rather than through 
the County. 

Mr. Dana stated that the letter 
of designation indicated that 
the statistical qualifications of 
the County for eligibility for 
Title I would be reviewed each 
year, beginning this month. He 
stated that he had also been 
advised that an annual ORDP 
progress report be required, 
the first one being due in March, 
1967, 

Dana voiced high praise for 
Gross and Bright, pointing out 
that not only was the County's 
OEDP the first submitted from 
California; it has drawn the 
praise of Congressman Kenneth 
Dyal and Economic Develop- 
ment Administration Field Co- 
ordinator Manuel Aragon. In

~ FarmLabor Recruitment Tempo 
To Be Stepped Up This Year 


Farmers in the Upland-On- 
tario area will benefit from im- 
proved aids to labor recrult- 
ment and utilization developed 
by the state Department of Em- 
ployment’s Farm Labor Ser- 
vice during recent months, 
George Godlin, local office 
manager said Monday. 

The new techniques are the 
result of discussions with tne 
dividual farmers and groups 
of growers, he reported, 

Manager Godlin cited three 
key developments, 

One is rapid communications 
in agricultural labor recruit- 
ment. The second is worker 
orientation based on audio- 
visual materials. The third ts 
an occupational training pro. 
gram to meet growers’ demands 
for more skilled workers 
caused by increased mechanl- 
zation of agriculture, 

MOST SPECTACULAR Is a 
rapid communications system, 
just goint into operation, which 
will Mnk the Ontario Farm La- 
bor Service office with 13 other 
FLS offices by teletype in or- 
der to more quickly tranamit 
grower labor demands to points 
of recruitment. 

‘*Through the network that 
links Ontario with Oakland, San 
Jose, Salinas, Fresno, Stockton, 
Blythe, Oxnard, El Centro, San 
Ysidro, Riverside, San Fran- 
cisco, Bakersfield, Sacramento 
and Los Angeles,’’ Manager 
Godlin said, '*we shall be able 
to obtain for Ontario area gro- 
wers almost instantaneous ine 
formation on workers available 
in other localities, and, where 
the farmer desires, arrange a 
recrultment schedule in any 
area of the state,” 

THE LOCAL MANAGER said 
also that a series of 16mm 
sound films and 35 mm sound 
slides dealing with several dif- 
ferent crops and activities has 
been designed to familiarize 
workers with the nature of the 
work before they are sent to a 
job. 

“Prior knowledge of the job 
and working condition,’ he said,
